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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2, 6 and 7 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 35 USC § 103 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Admitted Prior Art (APA). 

APA clearly shows applicants invention as claimed wherein it is 
understood that the coolant collision portion is pin (17). 

4. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
APA as applied to claim 2 above and further in view of U.S. Patent 3,828,868 to Jabsen. 

Jabsen shows in figures 4 and 5 that it is old and advantageous in the art 
to have a large inner diameter at the distal end and a small inner diameter 
portion at a seat side. 
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At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary * 
skill in the art to modify the drain hole of the APA with that of Jabsen for the 
benefits of facilitating the channeling of the coolant flowing into the hole during a 
reactor scram.

Claims 4 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
